Judge Hoffman Defends 
His Position. 


A TRUSTED EMPLOYE FALLS. 


Fatality Existing Among China­ 
men in Vina—A Reduction 
of Passenger Rates.

S an F rancisco, September 30.— 
United States District Judge Hoffman 
said in an interview to-day, with regard 
to the statement recently made by 
Justice Field concerning the filing of 
a dissenting opinion by him in the 
Stanford case: “I am loath to believe 
that Justice Field has been correctly 
reported. In effect he accuses me of 
an act of judicial impertinence. It is 
true I was on the Circuit bench during 
the arguments in that ease; it is also 
true that I was not there when the 
opinions were handed in. But it was 
known to Judge Sawyer before then 
that 1 could not concur. He asked me 
to do so, but I could not consistently. 
My intentions were perfectly well 
known to my associates at that time. 
I was not aware either that I have 
been guilty of any impropriety in dis­ 
senting. ’ I was asked to go on the 
bench, as I have often done before. 
“ In regard to the opinion itself, it 
represents entirely my views on the 
subject. I cannot conceive that Con­ 
gress has no right to investigate mat­ 
ters which involve the welfare of 60,­ 
000,000 people. 
“ I have due respect for the private 
rights of citizens, but in public mat­ 
ter.' I think the Pacific Railroad Com­ 
mission should have the means to en­ 
force its questions. 
The rights of 
witnesses are to be respected, of 
course»; but no one will claim that any 
person on the stand can decline to an­ 
swer without cause.”

belonging to the board and associa­ 
tion. It was rumored that Bausman 
was leading a rather fast life, and the 
officials of the board determined to 
investigate his accounts. T^e result 
shows him to be $1200 short, about 
$(>00 owing to the board and the same 
amount to the association. They are 
fully protected, however, as they hold 
bonds for $2000 each, given by the 
Pacific Society Company, who will 
prosecute Bausman.

The victims show 
signs of chills and fever, but were only 
sick a few days with the disease. 
Sick Chinamen are arriving here 
every day from the vineyard, and the 
Chinamen are reported as becoming 
panic-stricken about the scourge. 
ITS STANDING QUESTIONED. 
L iability of the Nevada R ank to 
be Investigated. 
F rancisco, September 30.— 
The liability of the Nevada Bank to 
fill contracts, written and verbal,made 
by George L. Brander is about to be 
tested by Blum, Baldwin & .Girvan. 
The action which will be brought 
arises out of the charter of the Brit­ 
ish ship Province, to load wheat for 
Cork. 
A few days before the final 
collapse of the wheat clique Blum, 
Baldwin & Girvan chartered the 
ship for 30 shillings per ton. 
An 
agreement was made with Brander to 
load Nevada Bank grain, it being un­ 
derstood that the business should be 
transacted by that institution. It is 
said now that the bank will not fulfill 
its contract, it being claimed that 
Brander was not authorized to make 
such a contract. Blum, Baldwin &

WAsniNOToN, September 30.—About 
fifty persons gathered in front of the 
White House this morning to witness 
President and Mrs. Cleveland’s de­ 
parture. The weather, which had 
been rainy and disagreeable for three 
days, cleared off beautifully. At 9:45 
a carriage drove up to the north front, 
and the President, Mrs. Cleveland, 
Mrs. Folsom and Lena, Mrs. Cleve­ 
land’s maid, entered and were driven 
to the railroad stution. 
A special train has been run buck 
nearly to the entrance of the building, 
and looked handsome in new paint 
and glistening bronze. Through the 
plate-glass windows could be seen 
baskets of jacqueminot roses and 
other cut flowers. From the waiting 
rooms a curious crowd eyed the train 
and every member of the party as 
they arrived. Marshal Wilson was 
eurly at the depot. He was followeü 
by Secretary Fairchild. Colonel and 
Mrs. Lainont, with their two children, 
arrived next, and went immediately 
to the train. 
Baltim ore, September 30.—The 
President’s train reached Baltimore 
an hour and ten minutes after leaving 
Washington. The announcement that 
the party would arrive had attracted 
about a thousand persons, fully half 
of whom were ladies. As soon as the 
train stopped, the President and Mrs. 
Cleveland were seen about the center 
of the car. He sat near a window, 
and in rep y to a request to go to the 
platform, shook his head. At 1:15 
the train pulled out. Thers was no 
demonstration by tne people assem­ 
bled at the station. 
. 
CORDIAL RECEPTION. 
Y o rk, Pa., September 30.—The 
special train bearing President and 
Mrs. Cleveland reached here at 11 
o’clock. 
It passed very slowly 
through the city, but did not stop. 
President Cleveland stood upon the 
rear platform, and bowed pleasantly 
to the assembled crowds. All along 
the line of the railroad in this city 
people were gathered, and at the de­ 
pot an immense crowd had assem­ 
bled. Frequent cheers greeted the 
distinguished party. 
H arrisburg, September 30.—Presi­ 
dent Cleveland and party arrived 
shortly after 2 o’clock. Several thou­ 
sand people thronged the depot and 
cheered as the train slowly made its 
way through the mass of humanity, 
which could not be driven back by 
the policemen. The President and 
Mrs. Cleveland stood on the rear 
platform and bowed to the ¡>eopIe. 
A WIERD SCENE. 
P ittsburg, September 30.—At a 
point called Grapcville the train was 
halted and the occupants summoned 
to a rear platform. A roaring sound 
was heardfrom the hillside,but nothing 
was visible but lights in a few scatter­ 
ed farmhouses. Developments were 
awaited in silence, and then someone 
on the hillside lighted a Roman candle 
and aimed its discharge toward a point 
where the roaring came from, and 
soon two flames, each teji feet broad, 
leaped into the air to a height of 
100 feet, showing the nearer hill­ 
sides in a weird, uncanny fashion 
and more dimly bringing out the 
ghosts of those behind. The Presi­ 
dent’s party much enjoyed this nat­ 
ural exhibition. The President and 
Mrs. Cleveland, in reply to an in­ 
quiry, declared that their first day’s 
journey had been delightful through­ 
out.

Piqua, Ohio, and taught school. He 
enlisted in 1801 in the 11th Ohio In­ 
fantry, und at the close of the war 
was Captain and Brevet Major, with a 
gallant record. He finished a classi­ 
cal course in Wesleyan College, Dela­ 
ware, Ohio; studied law in Lancaster, 
Pa., and was admitted to the bar in 
1808. He was Internal Revenue As­ 
sessor of the Ninth District of Penn­ 
sylvania from 1809 to 1875. 
In 
December, 1875, be 
moved to 
Minneapolis, Minn., and was en­ 
gaged for some time in newspaper 
work. In 1877 be was chosen Probate 
Judge, and declined a renomination 
in 1880. In 1880 Governor Hubbard 
appointed him Judge of the District 
Court, and he was afterwards elected 
to a seven-year-term to the same 
office. Of late years, he has figured 
prominently in Grand Army affairs.

A Succinct H istory of the Crime— 
Guilt Unquestionably 
Established.

San F rancisco, September 30.—Ijo 
Sare Bo was hanged in the jail yard at 
noon to-day for the murder of Chu 
Ah Kit, a fellow countryman. The 
condemned passed a restless night and 
arose from his bed early this morning. 
He lay on a cot two hours during the 
night and wept incessantly, and when 
the tears ceased to flow he endeavored 
to cast off bitter reflections by indulg­ 
ing in prayer. He gave up all hope 
of a respite last night. He dressed 
this rooming in a nervous manner, 
and when breakfast was brought to 
the cell he firmly declined to receive 
any food. The clothier arrived at 8 
o’clock and took measurement for a 
suit of clothes. 
At 10 o’clock it was found necessary 
to change the drop, but the noiso did 
not have the least effect on Bo, and 
for fully an hour ho sat motionless, 
reading a prayer-book. 
He then 
became uneasy, as Father Galliana 
had not been with him since last 
night, and a message was sent to 8t. 
Ignatius Church asking the pastor to 
call at the jail as eurly as possible. 
The only consolation the murderer 
seemed to find was in his religious 
works, and he prayed long and fer­ 
vently.

CONSCIENCE-STRICKEN. 
He then gave a history of his life to 
the death watch, and broke down com­ 
pletely when he spoke of his father 
and mother. He expressed a wish to 
live until he could again hear from his 
father, who is living in China, and the 
recollection of the manner in which he 
neglected his parents when he was free 
served to depress him. 
The jailor 
turned his thoughts aside from home 
by advising him to pray to God for 
strength to carry himself bravely 
while on the scaffold. 
THE LAST SCENE. 
Father Galliani arrived at the jail soon 
after 11 o’clock, and administered the 
Sacrament to the prisoner. As the 
fire-bell struck 12 the prisoner was 
taken from his cell to the scaffold. He 
walked as far as the steps and showed 
no signs of weakness, and s¡ioke a few 
words from the scaffold, protesting his 
innocence to the last. The priest 
offered a short praver and the trap 
was sprung precisely at 12:05. His 
neck was broken by the fall. 
HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 
The history of the crime and the 
circumstances attending the capture 
of Lee Sare Bo, alios Lee Bang, alias 
Poe, are more interesting than those 
surrounding the ordinary Chinese 
murder. 
The victim of the tragedy 
was Gew Ah Chuck, an intelligent 
Celestial, who was always ready to as­ 
sist the police in bringing wily hea­ 
thens to justice. On many occasions 
ho rendered valuable services to the 
detectives that enabled them to secure 
the conviction of dangerous highbind­ 
ers. In cousequence he exci ed their 
enmity, and they soon became anx­ 
ious to remove him from their midst. 
In 1881 he went to Napa to aid the 
prosecution in the Butler murder case. 
He worked assiduously on behalf of 
the people and aided in the convic­ 
tion of the defendant. 
The latter’s friends were treacher­ 
ous highbinders, and they threatened 
to kill Chuck for having, as they 
claimed, secured the conviction of the 
prisoner. He returned to this city on 
July 2, 1882, and learned that during 
his absence three men had broken 
into his house, maltreated his wife 
and stolen her jewelry. She recog­ 
nized them as highbinders, and in­ 
formed her husband of their identity. 
He immediately notified the police 
and caused their arrest. He w’as told 
that if he prosecuted them he would 
be killed, out he did not fear the 
threats. They were tried and con­ 
victed Two of them were sentenced 
to eight years’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary and tne other for five 
years. After this he was constantly 
on the alert, for he knew that men 
had been hired to Irill him. 
On the night preceding the murder 
he told Detectives Cox and Avan that 
he was being followed by four men, 
and he believed that they were watch­ 
ing for an opportunity to murder him. 
The tragedy occurred on the even­ 
ing of the 3d of October, 1882. Chuck 
stepped out of his home in Sullivan 
alley about 7 o’clock; and just as he 
reached the sidewalk a pistol shot was 
heard. The bullet evidently took ef­ 
fect, for he fell prostrate, and a mo­ 
ment later three more shots were fired 
in quick succession. Chuck did not 
live more than a few minutes after 
he was shot. 
His wife witnessed 
the shooting, and she accused Lee 
Sare Bo and Lay Poi of the murder. 
She was positive that she saw 
the former with a pistol in his hand. 
His accomplice made his escape and 
has never been heard of by the au­ 
thorities. In the following February 
Bo was captured in Colusa county, but 
was released on habeas corpus, and 
when the officers from this city ar­ 
rived there he was again among the 
missing. 
’ 
It was afterwards ascertained that 
he went to Oregon, and in February, 
1886, he returned to this cit> and was 
arrested. His conviction followed in 
a short time. The evidence against 
him was overwhelming, and there 
was no doubt of his guilt. The wife 
of his victim, two Chinamen and one 
white man were the witnesses to the 
tragedy, and they identified Bo as the 
murderer. He sought to establish an 
alibi, but made a miserable failure.

A change was made in the bill, of 
which the dramatic critic of the H er­ 
ald was not informed; hence the an­ 
nouncement yesterday morning that 
the ' ' ‘'¡Iffh B o h Ftffibi tnj UtAA at­ 
traction. The sentimental story of 
the Lake of Killamey—Colleen Baton 
—will be put on at the matinee this 
afternoon, and this evening Conn, the 
Shaugraun will close the season. 
Last night's performance of the Jilt 
¡ave evidence on the part of Mr. 
tloucicault that he was among a 
people whose sympathies realized his 
creations and who felt like the men of 
Palos, that gods are not near us. It 
is true with us, that the gods of true 
literature are rare, but that is no rea­ 
son why they should living, sentinent 
beings, be prophets only in far-away 
lands. The sentinent of the whole 
piece is an etHuence of nature. It is 
that of the ¡>oor, but honest rnun, not 
to accept from the object of his heart 
a concession which poverty might not 
honorably take from existing condi­ 
tions. So seldom we see that true no­ 
bility in nature, where men (or their 
counterfeits) will not take by direction 
what they would seize by indirection, 
that the action of the piece is a moral 
to which the public heart incontinently 
responds. We shall reserve for our­ 
selves a full review and criticism of 
Mr. Boucicault’s dramatic animus. 
But for our present purpose we shall 
say in a word, (without knowing the 
distinguished author-actor beyond the 
footlights,) his works are the signs and 
impress of the age and the prescience 
of a future exemplified by present 
signs.

Remembering that in the davi 
when stock raising was about the only 
industry there were paid good bounties 
for the’ destruction of coyotes, lions 
and bears—which, by the way, en­ 
couraged the propagation of rabbits— 
it is argued now, that as things have 
changed about, the country should

tive jack. Of course it is of no use 
for Kern to undertake a work of this 
kind unless Tulare will either join 
with us or lie bound under a heavy 
penalty to keep her rabbits at home. 
Those who have been giving some at­ 
tention to the subject say that they 
think Tulare will be willing to do what 
is right in the matter. It is suggested 
that the bounty be small—about 2 
cents per scalp at first—and that 
"round-ups” be encouraged.

stop, and in a very short time the loss 
will bo fully made good by the growth 
of a new generation.

are to be found chiefly about the fields 
is the liest time to begin ojxjratioiis.—

States. The horses representing Cali­ 
fornia from the several stables con­ 
sisted of a string of 54 from Haggin’s;

The number of races in 
which these horses were started (down 
to September 10th) was 357, one hun­ 
dred and five of which were won by 
them. 
Haggin’s runners won 54 
races in 247 starts, while Baldwin’s 
horses won 44 races in but 140 starts. 
The horses from McCarthy’s stable 
started 22 tim es during the season, 
coming in hut three times first. The 
horses from the Palo Alto farm’s 
stable started in four events, as did 
also those from the California stables, 
but the nearest they came to winning 
was second place. Todhunter’s horses 
won three races in 27 starts. The 
winnings of all the horses inf the dif­ 
ferent California stables combined 
would exceed in value over half a 
million dollars. 


A n r r lc a n S e a m a n s h ip . 
The yacht race at New York yes­ 
terday was an event of National im­ 
portance. The trium phant victory of 
the American vessel, in which she 
beat her British rival by a round ten 
minutes, 
conveys 
an 
im portant 
lesson. The trials of speed on Tues­ 
day last, and again yesterday furnish 
a complete test as to the sailing quali­ 
ties of the two yachts. It will be 
remembered that the backers of the 
Thistle were most confident of victory 
in the event of the race being made 
nnder a light wind. Well, on Tuesday, 
the wind was very light, yet the Vol­ 
unteer won easily. To put all cavil to 
rest, the race yesterday was run before 
a half gale, the wind blowing during 
the whole trial, at fifteen to twenty- 
four miles an hour. 
The American 
boat 
crossed the line ten minutes 
ahead of the Scotchman, having led 
over the entire course. The Britisher 
never for a moment showed his heels 
to his competitor. Last year when the 
Galatea 
lost 
the 
famous 
cup 
to the Mayflower, the Englishmen 
had claimed that all he wanted w as a 
stiff breeze to enable him to run away 
from the Yankee. The breeze was 
decidediy fresh, buk the Mayflower 
showed her heelB(in fine style from 
start to finish. _ W ere these merely 
isolated occurrences they would not 
have much significance; but it is to 
be remembered that since first the 
cup was won at Cowes, England, in 
1851, by Commodore Stevens’ yacht, 
th e America, to yesterday, there have 
been no less than seven , contests for 
the cup, including the first 'and last. 
In all these races the American built 
vessel has held the trophy in spite of 
a ll comers. 
In the first trial the 
A m erica competed in English waters 
against a fleet of seventeen vessels, 
the flower of the royal yacht squadron. 
The little 6tranger ran twenty m in­ 
utes ahead of the first boat of the Brit­ 
ish fleet, and the rest"w ere now here!” 
So paralyzed was the nation 
“ Whose flag has braved a thousand years 
T he battle and the breeze," 
That it took twenty j’ears to summon 
up courage to attem pt to take back the 
trophy. 
In 1870 an English craft 
sai led against a fleet of fifteen Ameri­ 
can schooners. 
The first of them 
beat the Britisher by nearly forty min­ 
utes, and three others came to the 
stake ahead of their rival. 
The following year an attem pt was 
again mode to capture the cup with a 
craft built with great care for this es­ 
pecial purpose. The result was that 
the Columbia beat the Livonia in two 
straight heats. 
In the third heat the 
American schooner was beaten owing 
to an accident; but another vessel, the 
Sappho, entered the lists a few days 
later and beat the Englishman in two 
straight heats. 
In 1876, a Canadian built yacht es­ 
sayed to win the trophy, but 
she 
never saw anything except the stern 
post of her rival in two contests. In 
th e second, the old America, which 
first won the cup, sailed over the 
course alongside the rivals, and even 
she boat the “ Cannock. 
Then came a resting of a few years 
until in 1881 another Canadian came 
to “get left,” two American schooners 
leaving their rival in the lurch. 
We all rem em ber how in 1885 the 
Puritan beat the Genesta; and the de­ 
feat of the G alatea by the Mayflower 
was mentioned above. 
In all these contests the foreigner# 
have never won a single heat from 
America. 
Making all fair allowance for the 
difference in the circumstances with 
reference to which the deep-keeled 
yachts of England, and th e center- 
board schooners of America are built, 
is beyond all this the potent I

Will you be kind enough to send me 
the names of some of your farmers 
who would be likely to' hire young 
men. Of course, managing a crop in 
California is very different from Ken­ 
tucky farming, but there are plenty of 
intelligent, honest, industrious young 
men, and women also, who would be 
glad to come to Los Angeles county if 
they knew they could get employment 
as soon as they get there. 
It costs a 
good deal to purchase a ticket to Cali­ 
fornia from this place. 
There never 
was such a drouth in this State as we 
are having now, and young men 
thrown out of employment by this 
means have not the money to pay 
passage and then board while hunting 
a home. 
Now’, of course, it is not the func­ 
tion of a newspaper to keep an in­ 
telligence office. 
Therefore the task 
of furnishing a list of names sure to 
wa nt a man or a woman to work in a 
month or two from this date, would 
not be possible of execution. If these 
young men are capable and willing 
they need not wait long for work. 
But the best way would be for some 
qualified person to open negotiations 
with an established information office 
in this city. 
If there are so many 
people in one locality who desire to 
come here, a good business might be 
built up between the two points. 
The City Council has before it now 
a proposition to devote the sum of 
$100 monthly to this business of fur­ 
nishing just such information.

Professor Willis arrived on the 
ground, and he gives the lollowing 
description of how the search was con­ 
ducted for the point where the min­ 
eral belt, within the boundaries of 
th e water-office, attaches claim, was 
conducted: 
Mr. Norrie first placed a band or 
crown filled with vials of chemicals on 
his brow. These he termed “ cut-offs” 
One vial he alleged contained the 
property if cutting off from the divin­ 
ing rod the influence of w ater; anoth­ 
er th a t of iron, and still another «in­ 
teracted the influence of copper. 
After properly adjusting the crown 
of “ cut-offs” over his temples, Mr. 
Norrie then seized hÍ2 divining rod, 
which is a piece of commoT? bamboo, 
jwobably four feet in length, L?und 
\rith bra®s. Thusequij»|>euhe moved 
Tjnck and forth on tne ground wlitr? 
the shaft was to be located. On reach­ 
ing a certain point he experienced 
what he termed a “ pull,” the loose 
end of the rod striking him in the re­ 
gion of the abdomen. This he claimed 
indicated the presence of mineral be­ 
low the earth’s surface. 
Proceeding a little further he called 
to his assistant to bring some weights 
which the latter carried in a sack, and 
which, Mr. Norrie explained, would 
balance the “ pull” on the rod, claim­ 
ing that with this system of weights 
lie could determine the depths below 
the surface where mineral is located. 
After adjusting the 
weights 
he 
claimed to have had four distinct 
downward “ pulls,” the end of the rod 
striking him that number of tim es in 
the abdomen, which, he explained, 
indicated that a vein oif ore was located 
a t a depth of between thirty-five and 
forty feet below the surface. 
After determining that point, he 
then proceeded to ascertain the width 
of the vein. This was accomplished 
by moving back and forth ac.oss the 
point of greatest attraction. 
When 
the boundary of the mineral belt was 
passed, th*- end of the rod would fly 
upward and strike the manipulator on 
the shoulder. 
By thiH method Mr. 
Norrie claim s to liave demonstrated 
th a t the vein of ore is about twelve 
feet wide, and the belt of mineral mat­ 
ter in which it is located about thirty- 
five feet in breadth. 
A shaft will be immediately sunk to 
a depth of forty feet at the point indi­ 
cated by the driving-rod manipulator, 
to determ ine if that instrum ent in his 
hands is an “ infallible indicator” of 
the presence of valuable ore deposits 
below the earth ’s surface—[Virginia 
Chronicle.

Superstition» of th e Persian». 
The astrologers (moonadshim) are 
still os omnipotent in Persia to-day as 
they once were in m edieval Europe. 
Important matters of State are never 
broached unlesH the horoscope has bo- 
fore pronounced favorable upon it. 
The Shah himself will not undertake 
anything without having first con­ 
sulted the horoscope (talen), not even 
a hunt ing excursion of u day or so, 
nor the purchase of a now' slave 
girl. There are also all kinds of 
“ signs.” Stumbling over an obstacle 
early in the «lay, a fit of sneezing be­ 
fore setting out on a journey, the un­ 
toward cruwliug of a spider across the 
road, or the scattered flight of some 
birds—these are all signs of evil fore­ 
boding. The flight of birds is still as 
carefully observed by the Persians as 
it once was by the Homan augurs, and 
if a crow should happen to fly across 
his path when leaving his palace, the 
Shaw will immediately turn back. 
It 
is the same 
with 
his 
grandees, 
even when most of the few Persians 
who have spent some years in Eu­ 
ropean capitals. 
Hut the most com­ 
mon form of superstition is the “ evil 
eye.” The Persian word for it is 
baade Khadem, which literally means 
“ bad Btep.” This thing is carried to 
a ridiculous extent. A baby is healthy 
and pretty. 
A friend of the mother 
admires the little, one in glowing 
terms. That would be baade Khadem 
—of evil omen—and would be looked 
upon as a diabolical design to injure 
the child if the phrase Eenshallah 
(may it please God) were not added 
to 
every 
eulogium. 
An 
old 
woman looks at the child 
from 
the right-hand side—evil eye again 
The father, by accident, speaks first 
to the baby at sunrise—evil eye. 
A 
girl, pretty, well-mannered, healthy, 
with a good dowry, is wedded to a 
m an. The first business undertaking 
of the voung Benedict turns out dis­ 
astrously. 
Evil eye! Nothing could 
induce that m an’ to keep his young 
wife. 
She is baade Khadem to him, 
and she’s got to go willy nilly. 
As 
the divorce law is such that it vir­ 
tually lies w ith the husband alone to 
keep or send away his wife, and as 
the ceremony itself is very simple and 
requires neither time nor money, he 
soon gets rid of her. 
Nobody blames 
him . 
“ She was baade Khadem to 
him ,” everybody says in explanation, 
and th at’s enough. 
Amulets are worn by nearly every­ 
body to avert the evil eye and to at­ 
tract good luck. These amulets are of 
all shapes and 
substances. 
The 
wealthier ladies, for instance, wear 
gold bracelets, neck chains and ank­ 
lets, often of very artistic workman­ 
ship, containing in a sealed-up cavity 
verses from the Koran, made espec­ 
ially powerful by the blessings of 
some “ im aum ,” or pious dervish. 
Little 
mother-of-peal 
tablets, 
of 
octagonal 
or 
oval 
shape, 
and often set 
in 
turquoises, are 
worn around the neck for the same 
purpose. 
They generally contain, in 
delicately engraved characters, some 
Arabic incantations to the higher 
powers to protect the wearer against 
the lower ones. Poor women will 
often content themselves with a string 
around their neck, to which m ay be 
tied a strong talisman in the shape of a 
snake’s tooth, a leopard’s tongue, a hy­ 
ena’s tuft of hair, sometimes inclosed 
in a small locket of brass or silver. 
Similar charm s are the flnger-ioints 
of new-born babes, a drop of blood 
from an executed criminal, or an eye 
from the body of an old woman who 
died in childbirth. Superstitions of 
this peculiar kind are practically in­ 
numerable. Thus shells, parts of the 
hyena or hare (two animals thought 
to be especially haelal. that is, un­ 
clean), and the fruits of the anacar- 
ditalum are worn as amulet* to secure 
the love of a husband, win the affec­ 
tion of a lover, or turn in her di­ 
rection the preference hitherto shown 
fo ra rival. 
Lard, a very rare sub­ 
stance in Persia, as no hogs are raised, 
for religious reasons, when applied un­ 
awares by a woman to an) part of the 
body of a rival in her lord’s heart, is 
believed to prevent child-bearing.

The rap which has been the trophy 
in the international yatch races was 
won from the English as far back as 
18*1, and has been in our possession 
erer since. The stoiw of the cup has 
been frequently told, and in many 
ways, bnt in view of its renewed inter- 
ist at this time it may be well be re­ 
ferred to again. 
A general meeting of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron was held at Cowes, 
England, on May 9, 1851, when it was 
unanimously agreed to offer a sub­ 
scription cup, valued at 100 guineas, 
to be raced for by the vatchs enrolled 
in the dubs of ill nations, under the 
sailing regulations of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron, the course to be around 
the Isle of Wight, and the date Aug­ 
ust 22, 1851. 
The impression that the whole fleet 
sailed against the America is errone­ 
ous. It was simply a regatta of eight 
cutters and nine schooners, of which 
she was one, entered under the flag of 
the New York Yacht Club, and in the 
nam e of John C. Stevens. 
In this race the flower of the Eng­ 
lish fleet sailed. At 10:30 A. a. the 
start was made in a light westerly 
breeze, and the America passed Cowes 
Castle at 5 :30, twenty minutes ahead 
of the cutter Aurora. 
No other boats 
were in sight at the time. 
AFTER THB BACK 
A protest was sent to the Commo­ 
dore of the club by the owner of the 
three-masted schooner Brilliant, in 
which objection was made to the 
America being given the cup on the 
ground that she had failed to round 
the Nab Light. 
A committee, how­ 
ever, unanimously decided that no 
instructions to that effect had been 
given Commodore Stcvhens, and if the 
America had rounded the light she 
would still have been ahead of the 
whole squadron, and, therefore, had 
fairly won the prize. 
During the 
same season the America was matched 
against the English schooner, Titania, 
-which she beat fifty-two minutes. 
The cap remained the property of 
the surviving owners of the America 
until 1867, when it was presented to 
tha New York yacht clnb as a perpet­ 
ual challenge cup for all nations 
THE CONDITIONS. 
Subsequently, after several races 
had been sailed, the yacht club re­ 
fused to hold it any longer under 
th e 
existing 
conditions, 
and 
re­ 
turned it in 1882 to the only surviving 
owner, Mr. George L. Schuyler. This 
gentleman offered it once more to the 
same club under the following condi­ 
tions : 
Any organized yacht club of a for­ 
eign country, incorporated, patented 
*or licensed by the Legislature, Admir­ 
alty or other executive department, 
.having for its annual regatta an ocean 
water course on the sea or on an arm 
of the sea, or one which combines 
both, practicable for vessels of 300 
tons, shall always be entitled, through 
one or more of its members, to the 
right of sailing a match for this cup 
with a yacht or other vessel propelled 
by sails only, and constructed in the 
country to which the challenging club 
belongs, against any one yacht or ves­ 
sel as aforesaid constructed in the 
•country of the club holding the cup. 
The yacht or vessel to be of not less 
than thirty nor more than 300 tons, 
measured by the custom-house rule in 
use by the country of the challenging 
party. 
The challenging party shall give six 
m onths’ notice in writing, naming the 
day for the proposed race, which day 
shall not be later than seven months 
from the date of the notice. 
The parties intending to sail for the 
cup may, by mutual consent, make 
any arrangement satisfactory to both 
as to the date, course, time allowance, 
number of trials, rules and sailing 
regulations, and any and all other 
conditions of the match, in which case 
also six months’ notice may be waived. 
In case the parties cannot mutually 
agree upon the terms of a match, then 
the challenging party shall have the 
right to contest for tke cup in one 
trial, sailed over the usual course of 
the annual regatta of the club holding 
th e cup, subject to its rules and sail­ 
ing regulations, the challenging party 
not being required to name its repre­ 
sentative until the time agreed upon 
for the start. 
Accompanying the six months’ no­ 
tice there m ust be a Custom-house 
certificate of the measurement and a 
statement of the dimensions, rig and 
nam e of the vessel. 
No vessel which has been defeated 
in a match for this cup can be again 
selected bv any club for its represen­ 
tative until after a contest for it by 
some other vessel has intervened, or 
until after the expiration of,, two years 
from the time such contest has taken 
place. 
Vessels intending to compete for 
th is cup must proceed under sail on 
their own bottom to th e port where 
the contest is to take place. 
Should the club holding the cup be 
for any cause dissolved the cup shall 
be handed over to any club of the 
same nationality it may select which 
comes under the foregoing rules. 
It is to be distinctly understood that 
the cup is to be the property of the 
club and not of the owners of the 
vessel winning it in a match, and 
th a t the condition of keeping it open 
to be sailed for by organized yacht 
d u b s of all foreign countries, upon 
the terms above laid down, shall for­ 
ever attach to it, thus making it a per­ 
petual challenge cup for friendly com­ 
petition between foreign countries.

The first attempt made by English 
yachtingmem to recover the America 
cup was in 1870, when Jas. Ashbury, 


in the Royal Canadian Y acht Club. 
On Angust 11th the Madeleine won by 
10m. 59s. and on th enextday by 27m. 
14s., and the old America, though not 
in the race, covered the course 19m. 
9s. before the Countess. 
The center-board sloop, Atalanta, 
was built at Belleville, Ontario, to con­ 
test the cup. fc>he was 70 feet over all, 
29 feet beam and 5 feet 6 inches 
draught. 
The Mischief was selected 
to sail against her, apd the Gracie 
also went over the course. 
November 
9, 1881, the first race was sailed, and 
the A talanta was beaten 28m. 30*is. 
by the Mischief, and 34m. 57t^s. by 
the Gracie. The next day the Mis­ 
chief won by 38m. 54s., and the 
Graeie beat the A talanta by 34m. 16s. 
The cutter Genesta, 90 feet over-all, 
81 feet water line, 15 feet beam and 13 
leet 6 inches draught, was nominated 
by the Royal Yacht Stiuadron, and 
against her was named the sloop 
R jriton. On September 14, 1885, the 
Puritan won in 0h. 6m. 5s., by 16 
minutes 19 seconds, and on th e 16th 
in 5h. 3m. 14s., by 1 minute 38 
seconds. 
The next year, 1886, the G alatea of 
the Royal Northern Yacht Club sailed 
for the cup against th e sloop Mayflower. 
The first race was on September 7th, 
when the Mayflower won in 5h. 26m. 
41s. by 12m. 2s., and on September 
11th in 6h. 49m. by 29ra. 9s.—[San 
Francisco Call.

The Jew* a t Saratoga. 
When the famous fiat of Judge Hil­ 
ton, like th a t of Antiochus of old, was 
flung out, banishing the Jews from the 
Grand Union (and, through example, 
though not so openly, from other ho­ 
tels) the Hebrew summer visitors to 
Saratoga numbered hundreds. Now 
the)' number thousands. 
A careful 
compilation made this week shows 
that out of a computed summer popu­ 
lation of about 5000 here 3000, or more 
than one-half, are Jews. At that time 
there was not a hotel in Saratoga kept 
by a Jew ; now there are several. 
There was not a hotel where they 
predominated, whereas, now of all the 
guests at Congress Hall, the Claren­ 
don and several other hotels more 
than three-fourths are Hebrews. 
Then there was not a piece of prop­ 
erty of any importance in Saratoga in 
which a Jew held ownership; now, 
outside of the fcreat Stewart estate, 
there >s more real estate owned by 
Israelites in Saratoga than by any 
other class. The result shows very 
conclusively the long-recognized fact 
that Israel, as a race, prospers by per­ 
secution and opposition. 
It is the one 
most prominent fact in the history of 
the race. 
But it is also apparent that the 
increase of Jewish patronage has not 
hurt Saratoga, for the present season 
is indisputably the best, and will

place 
has 
ever 
known 
Certainly 
the 
Jews 
have 
con­ 
tributed their share in the success, 
for, as a rule, they pay well and do 
not stint expense where the enjoyment 
of themselves and families is con­ 
cerned. There are no “ beats” among 
them, and a careful inquiry would 
irobably show tliat as a class they 
eave as much money behind them 
and contribute as much to the pros­ 
perity of the place as any other. 
Next year tne famous Grand Union 
Hotel will be sold, and it would be a 
strange piece of poetic retribution if. 
as is not at all improbable, it should 
fall into the hands of Hebrew capital­ 
ists. It is already an open secret that 
a syndicate has been formed in New 
York in which Hebrew capital pre­ 
ponderates, for the purpose of buying 
his property over Judge Hilton’s 
head, for it is well known th a t he de­ 
sires to retain it. It would, indeed, 
be curious if, before another year rolls 
around, the great Grand Union para­ 
dise, from which the race was ex­ 
cluded, should be owned by Hebrew 
capital, and run by a Hebrew man­ 
ager. Only one touch more would be 
needed—a placard over the register 
announcing: 
“No member of the tribe of Hilton 
adm itted.” 
Certain it is that the Hebrews now 
here revel in riches and luxuriate in 
elegant apparel and eqnipage. 
As the 
prophetic book, which they recognize 
in common with Christiandom, puts 
it in one of the most familiar parts: 
“ They please themselves in the land 
of stranoere. Their coffers are also 
full of gold and silver; neither is there 
any end of their chariots.”—Boston 
Traveller.

SANTA ANA VALLEY, 


Remarkable 
Center. 
Railroad 


THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


At the Town of Santa Ana, and 
Others, in that Portion 
of the County. 


In previous a rtic le s th e H e r a l d lias 
spoken of Santa Ana, Orange, Tustin 
City, St. James and Olive Heights as 
the centers of 
regions of 
markable fertility of soil, abundance 
of water supply, fine climate, pleasant 
society composed of intelligent and 
refined poople, with churches, schools 
and all th. other accessories of a pro­ 
gressive community. Now the projio- 
sition is to tell something about the 
railroads and business which center 
at those points. 
Santa Ana has been for many years 
the terminus of the branch of the 8. 
P. Co., which connects this city with 
Downey City, Norwalk, Anaheim, and 
the whole lower end of the county. 
As such terminus the town has en­ 
joyed a very prosperous business. 
Here a daily stage connects for San 
Juan and all the forty miles of terri­ 
tory between. People from all the 
country around, from Fountain Valley, 
Newport Landing, the whole of the 
Las Bolsos ranch, the country around 
the McPherson Vineyard, and as far 
as Modena, came here to trade. On 
this commerce Santa Ana grew into 
one of the prettiest towns, and richest 
communities in Southern California. 
It was on this the long lines of brick 
stores full of costly merchandise were 
founded, and lived. Now all this— 
good as it was—is to be changed for 
the better. Within the past few days 
a second line of railroad has reached 
•Santa Ana with its tracks, and with 
its trains too. The California Central, 
usually referred to still as the A. T. 
and 8. F.. of which great system it is 
a part, has come down from San 
Bernardino through Riverside, South 
Riverside, the Santa Ana Cafion, 
Yorba. Olive Heights, St. James, 
and Orange to Santa Aiía. Daily 
trains over this new line are now run­ 
ning. But the road does not stop 
here. It goes on via Tustin City, 
across the great San Joaquin rancii, 
to San Juan Capistrano, San-Juan-by- 
the-Sea, to Oceanside and finally to 
San Diego. The trains do not yet 
paaB Santa Ana, but the road is graded 
to Oceanside, whence a track has 
been laid for some time passed to San 
Diego. The track is laid almost to 
San Juan Capistrano, forty miles be­ 
low Santa Ana, and trains* will be in 
operation to that point in a few days 
more. Before two months pass by the 
entire line to San Diego wi¿l be com­ 
pleted and in operation. This will 
put Santa Ana and her sister towns 
on a main continental line of railroad 
over which trains to and from the East 
will imss every day. 
Santa Ana is to have a new line of 
road to Los Angeles direct. The Cali­ 
fornia Central has had a line staked 
out for some months past to connect 
Los Angeles wita Santa Ana. This 
branch passes out of this city along 
the southern boundary of Boyle 
Heights, crosses the big Laguna 
ranch to the San Gabriel river 
near the 
Los 
Nietos 
bridge, 
and runs thence to Santa FG Springs. 
Thence the line is staked along the 
mesa of the Santa Gertrudes ranch to 
the old Coyote House, to Fullerton, 
through Anaheim and to Santa Ana, 
either via Orange or m re directly. 
As repeatedly announced in the H er­ 
a ld, just bo soon as the work near 
Oceanside is completed the whole 
grading force will be transferred to 
Santa Ana and Los Angeles, and tho 
work begun, to be prosecuted with the 
utmost vigor until the last spike is 
driven and the cars in motion. This 
will be before New Year’s day rises 
on Southern California. Already there 
is a small force of men at work near 
Santa Ana on this branch, but in a 
very few days the whole force will 
“ go for blood” in this matter. When 
once connection is made with San Di­ 
ego from Santa Ana, it must be con­ 
tinued to Los Angeles. 
MORE RAILROADS. 
Santa Ana will be a great railroad 
center. 
It cannot help bnt be. A 
line will run from here to Karlham 
and tiie country along the foothills at 
that point.. Track must be laid to 
Newport harbor to haul produce to the 
steamer, and merchandise from there. 
There is no doubt that a ro:; l will be 
built from there about Lilt* way be­ 
tween Anaheim and the ocean, and 
then trending off to Long Beach and 
San Pedro. 
The plain thus passed 
over is one of remarkable fertility and 
destined to be the homes of many 
people. 
Then the Southern Pacific 
company will at no distant day con­ 
tinue their present line from this city, 
which now terminates at Santa Ana, 
parallel to the new California Central 
to San Diego. This is merely a matter 
of self-defense to the old company, 
which is already apparent to the man­ 
agement, and work will begin before 
long. When these projects are all 
completed Santa Ana will be the 
center of an important network of 
railroads. The branches will all pass 
through long stretches of very rich 
country, where a teeming population 
will make their homes in the next five 
years. Standing at Santa Ana, one is 
m the center of a district, level as a 
floor, of matchless climate, fertile soil, 
plenty of water, and stretching _ not 
less than twenty miles in any direc­ 
tion, and forty miles in extent to the 
East and West points of the compass. 
There is the great San Joaquin south, 
with its thirty thousand acres of fine 
land soon to be cut up and put upon 
the market. 
As the country is developed and 
population grows, there will come into 
Santa Ana daily corn and other grains, 
hay and pumpkins galore, citrus and 
L nita ivfiinaij i.piWII find 


these towns. This schprne will make 
Santa Ana and the other gems of the 
valley a place of rare beauty, and one 
of great conveniences to those who 
dwell within the gates of these thriv 
ing young cities. 
BUHINEHB OUTLOOK. 
Well, there is the business outlook 
in every line written above. It is all 
business and there is a big pilo of it. 
It grows out of the ground and runs 
along the big water ditches; it comes 
in from the hen, and from all quarters 
on the scores of railroad trains which 
pass daily through this place. It 
shines down on Santa Ana from her 
matchless skies whose sunny radiance 
fanned by ocean breezes will draw 
settlers thither iron, fur and nenr. 
Outside of Los Angeles Santa Ana 
will bo one of the places of prime im­ 
portance in South California, aud the 
town which gets away from her in the 
race will have to move on wheels and 
go by steam. 
'

May its elevating principles 
and its labors in the interests of h u ­ 
m anity ever serve to inspire the hearts 
and nerve the hands of its vast mem­ 
bership to the conscientious discharge 
of the duties devolving upon them by 
th e obligations they have assumed, 
until by precept and example the 
teachings of your fraternity are scat­ 
tered broadcast over the wide world. 
In no grander way can the progress 
of the nineteenth century be demon­ 
strated, than by the general bettering 
of the condition of the masses, and in 
the increase of the resources of human 
happiness, by making it possible for 
all to be educated, clothed and fed. 
Among th e first and foremost of the 
great fraternal organizations that have 
exerted a vast influence in bringing 
about this very desirable condition, 
stands the order of which you Grand 
Sire are the head. As a moral and 
social regenerating power, its influ­ 
ence has extended far and wide; and 
its good works, so abundantl evident, 
receive the commendation and ap­ 
proval of all men. 
In this land of sunshine and flow­ 
ers, of the vine and fig tree, one 
would suppose that such things as 
w ant and distress, suffering and desti­ 
tution, oaght never to be known ; but 
I have been told by a member of your 
order, that even here the work of the 
general relief committee is large and 
increasing; and that the commands 
hof your laws, to visit the sick, relieve 
the distress, and, unfortunately too 
often, to bury the dead are daily oc­ 
currences. 
This, of course, apper­ 
tains only to members of your own 
order, and I mention it to show that 
even here, the beneficient principles 
and duties of Odd Fellowship are 
necessary, and are dutifully and faith­ 
fully performed by the brothers of the 
three links. 
It might not be inappropriate for 
m e on this occasion, to occupy vour 
time by giving you some idea of the 
history of Los Angeles City. It is a 
them e that every man, woman and 
child has on his or her tongue, and 
upon which all our people can con­ 
verse with remarkable fluency and 
. 
characteristic usually 
ac­ 
quired after a permanent residence of 
about six months in our glorious cli­ 
mate, though in some branches of 
business, that of real estate for ex­ 
ample, this gift is usually acquired in 
from twenty-four to thirty-six hours 
by steady application. 
The town of 
Los Angeles 
was 
founded on the 4th day of September, 
1781, in conformity with an order 
from the Governor of California, dated 
at the Mission San Gabriel, August 
26,1781. 
■The founders of the town numbered 
twelve adult males, all heads of fam­ 
ilies. 
The total number of souls 
comprising 
the 
settlement 
was 
forty-six. 
In 1782, on the 9th day of April, the 
sovereignty of Spam was quietly laid 
aside, and allegiance to the kingdom 
and empire of Mexico was voluntarily 
assumed. 
In 1836 the town of Los Angeles was 
established as a city bv the Congress 
of Mexico, and granted all the rights 
and privileges of a municipality. 
On August 7, 1846, the American 
squadron, under Commodore U. T. 
Stockton, anchored in San Pedro bay. 
Landing 400 men and some artillery, 
Commodore Stockton formed a junc 


les from San Diego, and on August 
15th the combined forces occupied the 
citv. 
6 n the 30th of September following, 
the American forces, under Lieutenant 
A. H . Gillespie, who had been left in 
command (Stocktonand Fremont hav­ 
ing left Los Angeles some time prev­ 
ious for San Francisco), capitulated to 
Cervois Varelas, u native of Los An­ 
geles, and who at the head of a num­ 
erous force of his countrymen had 
laid siege to the place. 
In October of the same year Captain 
Mervin, with a force of 500 men, at­ 
tempted to recapture the city, but 
meeting with strong and determined 
resistance returned to San Pedro and 
embarked his forces. 
On January 10, 1847, Commodore 
Stockton ana General Kearney en­ 
tered the city, not, however, without 
meeting with some opposition; but 
they were successful in overcoming 
the forces arrayed against them , and 
on the sixteenth day of January the 
Article of Capitulation was signed. 
In 1846 there were one hundred and 
three proprietors of town farm s; eight 
of whem were foreigners (English, 
German, French and Americans), the 
rest Mexicans. 
The first steamer that ever visited 
San Pedro was the Gold Hunter, 1849. 
In the spring of 1850 the resident 
population scarcely exceeded 2500. 
In Januarv, 1853, it reached about 
3000. 
The City of Los Angeles was incor­ 
porated by an act of the legislature 
approved April 4, 1850. 
May 17, 1851, the first newspaper 
The Star) was published. 
June 19, 1855, the first well-matured 
ordinance for establishing and regu­ 
lating the common schools was signed 
by the mayor. 
In 1866 the population of the city 
was about 5000. 
In 1867 the city was first lighted 
with gas. 
In 1868 the Los Angeles City Water 
Company was organized for the pur­ 
pose of supplying the city with water 
for domestic purposes. 
* 
The first hank organized in Los 
Angeles was opened for business in 
this vear by John G. Downey and 
A. 
flay ward. 
Later 
on 
in 
the 
same year the banking-house of Heil­ 
man, Temple & Co. opened its doors, 
and in 1871 the two institutions con­ 
solidated and became the Farmers' 
and M erchants’ Bank. 
In 1880 the population was 11,000; 
1884, 35,528, and at the present 
time our number is not less than 
65,000. 
In 1878 the valuations of city and 
county property for assessment pur­ 
poses was $15,700,000; in 1887, $92,­ 
279,666. 
In 1876 the total freight movement 
in pounds, both through and through 
local, was 107,418,5310 received and 
forwarded. 
In 1887 the total freight movement 
in pounds, both through and through 
local, was 682,988,770 received and 
forwarded. 
In 1871 there was one bank in Los 
Angeles, and to-day there are ten do­ 
ing a large and lucrative business, 
with assets approximating $10,000,­ 
000. 
In 1876 the num ber of pupils en­ 
rolled in the public schools was 1611, 
and the number of teachers nineteen. 
In 1887 the number of pupils enrolled 
approximate 5000 and the num ber of 
teachers seventy. 
There are now in Los Angeles over 
thirty 
churches, 
representing all 
creeds and denominations, and with 
rich and flourishing congregations. 
The average rate of taxation for city 
purposes, for the six years ending 
1886, has been $1.16 on the $100. 
These few figures will illustrate to 
you the marvelous growth of our fair 
city, and without wearying you with 
further details, I will say in general 
terms that her progress in growth of 
imputation has been rem arkable, the 
business of her merchants lias grown 
to wonderful magnitude, her railway 
facilities place her in communication 
with all portions of the United States, 
and in all other attributes which 
go 
toward 
making 
a 
thriving, 
flourishing city, 
she 
ranks

ond in the great State of California, 
I have been informed that your sov- 
reign grand body holds ite next 
session in Los Angeles.

upon which the surges of ocean sound their 
m ighty diapason, only one place where Dunic 
Nature wears her sk iit of translucent beryl 
em broidered with foamy lace. And nowhere 
is this muaic-rootn and picture gallery of the 
Deity so attractive as at L k u c a d ia. 
C apital can construct reservoirs and flumes 
and railroads; it con m ake distant acres ac 
cessible, aud cause arid acres to undulate 
with verdure. 
But th e wealth of Jay Gould could not 
bring the todlued healing breath of ocean to 
the Itedside of the invalid in the hot valley, 
or add one yard to th e present lim ited supply 
of ocean beach. 
We say lim ited—go to th e m ap and look! 
All the seaside north of Santa Barbara may 
be elim inated from the list of available 
ocean-side property. The - Japanese ocean 
current—the “ Gulf Stream " of the Pacific, 
in its southw ard journey from Arctic waters 
hugs th e shore closely from the Straits of 
Fuca to Point Concepcion. The result is 
cold w ater—too cold for com fortable bath­ 
ing. M onterey, for instance, is in the lati­ 
tude of Savanuuh, Georgia, but nine iieople 
out of ten who visit Monterey bathe m the 
' ' ' nks where the water is warmed by arti- 
heat, and do not bathe iu the ocean. 
As for Santa Cruz, there is a couplet w ritten 
by some shivering pleasure seeker, on the 
walls of a bath bouse there, which coupletac- 
curutely expresses th e situation. 
“Soutu Cruz water is like the Scotch snuff. 
One “dip," and you’ve got enough." 
At Point Concepcion—just above Santa 
Barbara—the cold, ocean current continues 
southw ard in i direct course, while the 
Const line deflects eastw ardly at a sharp 
angle, and in a few m iles the water, under 
th e genial suns of this latitude, becomes 
warm cnot)fch to make bathing in any month 
of the y.ttr a real pleasure instead of “a 
painful duty reluctantly perform ed," as 
Millard Fillm ore said when he signed the 
Fugitive Slave Law, and as Brigham Young 
remarked when he m arried his eighteenth 
rife. 
From Santa Barbara south to Point Vicente, 
there is but little coast th at is available for 
seaside resorts. The beach is too steep for 
driving, and the surf consequently too heavy 
‘ » m ake bathing either 
' 
* 
* 
hile the bluff along the 
_ ______ 
hundred feet in height, and cut up with 
arroyos, so as to m ake th e ocean practically 
inaccessible to all except Alpine tourists and 
crows. 
From P oint Vicente to San Pedro are pro­ 
bably tw enty of thirty m iles of available 
beach, along which are the tow ns of Bantn 
Monica, Halloua, Long Beach, etc. All these 
arc upon th e flat-table land which runs from 
O te top of the bluff inland. There i* no 
slope, and therefor no view of the ocean, ex­ 
cept from th e avenue along th e very edge of 
the bluff. The beach is passable but not al­ 
ways desirable for driving, an d the uuder- 
tow is often heavy, so that surf-bathers are 
not safe unless they use th e lines connected 
with buoys, anchored in deep water. 
And 
they do use them , for on a Sunday at Santa 
Monica, you can see twenty o r thirty bathers 
attired in scant garm ents of m any colors, 
strung along a rope, and »-s they resemble an 
im mense anim ated kite-tale swaying In a 
high wind. 
lelow San Pedro there are only m ud flats 
and lagoons, until San Juan by the sea is 
reached. This place is open to the sam e ob­ 
jections as Sautu Monica. There is an ex­ 
trem ely high bluff aud a table land from the 
bluff inland, aud from only one street on the 
edge of the bluff can an ocean view be ob­ 
tained. 
Leaving San Ju an , there is no 
ground availuhlc for u seaside resort until 
the m outh o l Tem ecula Cnfion is crossed and 
Oceanside reached. At OceaiiBidc, the direct 
road from I«os Angeles to San Diego, now iu 
process of construction, w ill connect with 
the C alifornia Southern Railroad from Col­ 
ton to San Diego. Oceanside lotB arc held at 
good figures, fifteen hundred dollars for a 
lot on the Ocean avenue and five hundred 
dollars for resident lots a m ile and more 
from the beach. South of Oceanside is the 
Agua Hedionda. It has several miles of fine 
seaside, but the ow ner is able to keep it, he 
will not sell at any price, and if you annoy 
him with an attem pt to talk about selling, he 
will m ake th e interview as brief as m ay be 
consistent with courtesy. T hen comes Carls­ 
bad, aad it 1b a beautiful location, and there 
will be a large town there, and prices of lots 
are already away up, as they ought to be. 
From Carlsbad south there are lagoons, sand 
dunes aud broken ground un til you reach 
the m outh of the Han Marcos. From th e 8an 
Marcos south to Encenitas is the prettiest 
site in the world for an ocean city, and ou 
this site is “ Leucadia”—the subject of our 
sketch. Encinitas has a good location, but 
somehow it started wrong. The ownership 
of the land is divided between m any m en of 
m any m inds. W hen one pulls in any par­ 
ticular direction th e other pulls the other 
y. There being n o com pany or central 
authority to carry out public Improvements, 
the result Is a lack of hotel accommodations, 
no water works, and an assortm ent of shrines 
to Cloacina, beer kegs, tin cans and brokcu 
bottles about the depot, or the place where 
the depot ought to b e.. The Encinitas people 
will fix these things after aw hile, but they 
m ust fix them before Encinitas can take her 
proper place among seaside towns. South of 
Encinitas there is some broken country, 
then the lagoons of the San Diegito. and 
then comes delightful Delm ar with most of 
the best localities not for Bale, or held at high 
prices. 
Delmar ends the list. There the railroad 
leaves th e coast, aud with th e exception of 
La Jolla and Ocean Beach, both of which 
are at present approached only by wagon, 
there is no more seaside un til you reach San 
Diego and Coronado. 
Now we will return to Leucadia. 
South ' of the San M arcos River, an hour 
and a half from San Diego, and about four 
hours from Los Angeles (after January 1st 
next, wheq the new branch of the A. T. and 
8. F. R. R. shall be com pleted.) Leucadia 
lies in the lap of Paradise. She is the fairest 
of all the fair daughters of the sea. She is 
the venus am phidite of Southern California. 
The beach Is hard and level. Yon can drive 
along it for twelve m iles. 
For bathing there 
is no need of lines, for the surf is so light it 
would not upset a baby, an d there being no 
lagoons near there are in consequence no 
stingrays. From the edge of the bluff ov 
hanging the beach th e ground sloj.es gently 
up to the top of th e first ridge, then it de­ 
scends gently t > a valley, through w hich the 
railroad runs, then there is a gradual axent 
to the top of the second ridge a m ile or so 
away. Here Is a rough sketch of the gable 
nd of Leucadia. 
There are lots fronting on and overhang­ 
ing the ocean, and lots sheltered from the 
oceah breezes, and lots on th e upper terraces 
where you can see th e ocean for forty miles, 
but where lu fogs never com o and its breezes 
are robbed of th e ir rawness.

HE TERM CATARRH IS APPLIED TO A 
peculiar disorder of the nostril* and ad­ 
jacent parts. which prevails to an alarm ing 
extent, an a is productive of very serious 
consequences. 
The m ost prom inent and ebarncteriatl 
feature is a morbid discharge from the bead, 
varying in its nature a t different times. 
Iu some there is an alm ost constant flow 
of clear, ac rid fluid, b u to ften eru n offen siv e, 
purulent or m uco-purulonl, greenish-yellow 
m atter Is secreted, w hich accum ulates in 
the nostrils or dro|>s into the thront, neces­ 
sitating its frequent removal by blowing th e 
nose or expectoration, and often by Doth 
Rrecesses. 
.Sometimes 
patients 
feel 
as 
tough th eir head was lu a state of rotten­ 
ness, so great is the am ount of m atter dis­ 
charged and so fetid is its odor. The pa­ 
tien t Is greatly annoyed by the coHstant 
dropping into the throat of the m o.bid 
m atter from the head, au d as a recum bent 
position naturally favors th e flow downward 
his rest is frequently disturbed from this 
cause. M any sufferere are obliged to lie sith 
the head very m uch elevated in order to 
sleep w ith some degree ot comfort. 
Iu others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collect» behind and nbovc th e soft 
palate, in the passage between the throutnnd 
head, adhering to the parts with glulsh tenac­ 
ity. 
Its lodgm ent embarrasses respiration 
aud creates a sensation of irritation and u n ­ 
easiness in th e affected locality, w hich gives 
rise to a constant and alm ost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve that discom fort by draw ing 
the m ucus in to the throat so us to eject it by 
-J m outh. This practice, popularly known 
"haw king,” is characteristic o f'catarrh ,

and proves as em barrassing to the one af­ 
fected as it is disagreeable to those around 
him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens and 
deposits itself on the m em branein the shape 
of dry, hard concretions, which are dis­ 
charged by way of th e nostrils or throat In 
lum ps or fragm ents of a deep green tin t. In 
some cases these incrustatious accum ulate 
to such an extent as to form a regular plug 
in the uose, which obstructs breathing ana 
produce serious discom fort.

The disease speedily extends to the air 
cavities of th e bones of the forehead and

The nasal m em brane is thickened aud 
conjestcd, causing the nose to be 8toj>i>ed up, 
som etim es ou one side, sometimes on the 
other, an d often on both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation in th e head, 
and 
occasioning violent and 
prolonged 
paroxysm s of sueezlng. 
The voice ib weak, indistinct and husky, 
or of a nasal character, displaying a sort of 
sniffing quality. Oftentim es there 1b a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness aud discordance. There 
is 
also n sense of irritation in the part, 
and frequent attem pts to clear th e throat 01 
phlegm , producing the sound “hem ,” m ore 
or less forcibly.

. 
to j>erform m ental or physical labor with 
the usual facility, is nervous, depressed In 
spirits, at times fearful, tim id, agitated and 
inclined to drowsiness and sleep, the mem­ 
ory weakened aud perm anent im pairm ent 
seriously threatened.
